G.S.R, 142.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Con¬ 
stitution and in supersession of the Board of 
Film Censors (Recruitment to Class III and Class 
IV Posts) Rules, 1962 and Central Board of 
Film Ceitsors, Bombay (Junior Stenographer 
and Mazdoor) Recruitment Rule, 1980 in so 
far as they relate to the posts specified in column 
2 of the Schedule hereto annexed, except as res¬ 
pects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to Group ‘D’ posts in the Central Board 
of Filin Certification under the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These 
rules may be called the Central Board of Fihn 
Certification (Group ‘D’ Posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1994. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in column 2 of the ^Schedule annex¬ 
ed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification, scale of 
pay etc.—The number of posts, their classifica¬ 
tion and the scales of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the Schedule 
annexed these rules. 


4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifica¬ 
tions etc..—The method of recruitment to the 
said posts, age-limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 6 to 15 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification.—No person :— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spou.se 
living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, 

sfiall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, 
if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—^Where the Central 
Government is of the opinion that it is nece.ssary 
or expendient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of person. 

7. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservation relaxation of age-limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and 
other special categories of p^ons in accordance 
with the orders i.ssued by thd Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time In this regard.

2. Fare implies thelisted cost ofajourney per passenger. Tariffis the listed price payable by a passenger for 
a journey and is inclusive of Fare (Cost), Inland Air Travel Tax and Passenger Service Fee. The Tariff also,facili- 
tates to a passenger 20 kg free allowance baggage and one hand bag not exceeding 3 kg for the Journey covered by 
the tariff. 

3. The Fares and Tariff indicated below are One Way (OW), The airline proposes to introduce concessional 
return fares. 

4. Direct Tariff on multi hop routes are concessional and hence are less than the total of the tariff for each of 

the segment. If a journey with confirmed reservation on One Way Direct T ariff or Return Direct Tariff is terminat- 
edby the passenger at an intermediate stop, refund admissible would be 25% of the arithmetic v.iiueofthe following. 
Tariffthatwascollectedby the airline minus the Tariff for the portion of the journey that was completed by the 
passenger. The ticket needs to be presented for refund at least 15 minutes prior to the scheduled departure of the 

aircraft for the onward portion of the journey. There would be a penalty on the refund amount during the last 

15 minutes and no refund admissible after the scheduled departure time. 100 % refund is admissible if the flight 
was cancelled or delayed more than two hours, If a passenger with confirmed reservation misses a flight at an inter¬ 
mediate stop, for reasons not attributable to the airline, onward journey could be performed by him/her on the same 
ticket by the next available flight only if a seat was available during the last 15 minutes prior to the departure of 
that flight. If not, the ticket would be void with out any refund, 

5. Cancellation charges of tickets with confirmed reservations could be as follows. 

(a) Up to 48 hrs prior to scheduled Departure—No Charge 

(b) 48 to 24 hrs prior to scheduled Departure 15 % of fare paid, 

(c) 24 to 12 hrs prior to scheduled Departure 25% of fare paid, 

(d) 12 hrs up to 2 hrs prior to departure 40% of fare paid. 

(e) During the last hour prior to departure 80% of fare paid, 

(f) Cancellation oftickets with out reservation, on the airlines reservation system, up to 2 hrs prior to depar, 
turc will entail full refund. After this the penalty for such cancellation would be the passenger service 
fee of Rs. 70. 
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6, The airline proposes to introduce concessions on fares for the following categories of bona fled passengers 

(a) Senior Citizens 

(b) Physically handicapped 

(c) Patients requiring immediate medical attention. 

(d) Students

(f) Group excursions and tours. 

7 , The airline would reserve the right to modify the fares subject to the govt policy, current market trends, 
operational and commercial factors and other factors beyond the control of the airline, up to plus or minus 25%.
